Rochester to Stick With Unified Tax Rate 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Nick Walecka 

After a relatively insignificant change in the net 
overall worth of Rochester, the Board of Selectmen voted 
to keep a unified tax rate per recommendation of the 
Board of Assessors. 

John Mello, Chairman of the Board of Assessors, 
said that because there hasn't been a major change in 
property value within the town, he wouldn't recommend 
any changes. 

Currently, tax classifications for commercial and 
residential fall under the same unified rate, and following 
the unanimous approval of the Selectmen, they will 
continue to do so. 

"There's been virtually no change," said Mello, 
who said that the total property value for this year was 
$886,643,100, and that last year, it was $882,500,011. 

Mello said that because so much of the 
commercial property in Rochester is agricultural, it 
would be unfair to split with other commercial businesses 
because the agricultural properties have lower tax rates 
under the 61 A tax classification. 

"It our recommendation that we continue with a 
unified tax rate," Mello said. 

In other news from the meeting, the Selectmen 
announced the resignation of Facilities Manager Mike 
Meunier. 

Selectmen Chair Naida Parker said that Meunier

has worked extremely hard with repairs in town, 
especially at Rochester Memorial School, as well as on 
several other projects. 

''He's done a tremendous job, and it's with a great 
deal of regret [that the Board received his resignation],"

Elsewhere on the warrant, in articles 18 and 19, 
officials seek appropriations in the amounts of $387,500 
and $481,000 ''to pay costs of purchasing the fee simple 
interest'' for parcels of land on Brandt Island Road and 
Acushnet Road for the Nasketucket and Aquifer land 
grants, respectively These would require a 2/3 vote. 

The following, meanwhile, would require a 
simple majority: 

Article 5 asks for $125,000 for road 
improvements. 

Article 10 asks for $20,000 for recreation 
improvements, ostensibly to include the town's tennis 
courts at Center School. 

Article 15 asks for $59,000 to fund the "equipping 
of a Town-owned boat for deployment as a rescue boat." 

Article 16 asks for $80,000 to "pay costs of 
purchasing a new Boat Pump Out Vessel under the 
Mattapoisett Clean Vessel Act."

the Marion Board of Selectmen went into Executive 
Session to discuss the route of the Marion bike path that 
has only several feet to be confirmed and completed on 
paper. After that, grants and other fundraisers can come 
to pass to connect the Mattapoisett and Fairhaven bike 
paths. 

The board also discussed a leak in the River's 
Edge area with DPW head Rob Zora. The DPW, utilizing 
a contractor, had a camera sent 54 feet into the pipe to 
view the suspected leak area. The issue is still under 
investigation. 

"The DPW needs a PR person,'' said Selectman 
John Henry. "We've spent millions on our plant here in 
town, and we need to restore public confidence in it." 

Zora told the board that on September 19, 
nine years ago, an open house was held for the water 
treatment plant, and three people came. Zora appealed to 
the people watching the meeting on ORCTV: "Come by, 
and we will show you that we are proud of our upgrades 
and tell you about our proposed upgrades." 

Henry told the audience that water came to 
Marion in 1908 and sewer came in 1910. 

Wells in Rochester, where Marion water comes 
from, were also discussed. Samplings done by town 
contractors Tata and Howard showed that water quality 
is improving. 

In other business, the Selectmen approved a one- 
day alcohol license for the VFW Post 2425 for a Spaghetti

capacity ensuring that sewer, drainage system, and 
similar construction are being completed per plan and 
per the Planning Board's rules and regulations.

SIGNS OF AGING 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
but wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for 
senility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from 
Hills that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine.

development was moving forward per documented plans 
and ensure that the town receives "as built'' plans. He 
said that too often the town did not receive the "as built" 
plans in spite of that requirement being part of the rules 
and regulations. 

The board concurred with their request and asked 
that they draft some language that will extend the peer 
review requirement to include on-site inspection. These 
changes will then be put before the public in a hearing for 
discussion and consensus. Denham and Nicholson will 
return to the next regular meeting of the Planning Board 
with their draft. 

The board members then launched into their 
ongoing work of improving the language in bylaws. 
They moved on to tackling "Screening," "Trailers," and 
"Common Driveways." Screening language will be added 
to improve the understanding that business owners 
will be held responsible for providing a barrier between 
their property and abutting residential parcels to inhibit 
the unsightliness of trash receptacles, noise, fumes, and 
similar nuisances. Changes to the section on Trailers will 
define motor homes, mobile homes, campers, and trailers. 
And in the bylaws governing Common Driveways, text 
will be added to mandate a 25-foot apron, maintenance 
agreements, and turn-around capability for first 
responder equipment. 

The next meeting of the Planning Board is 
scheduled for December 2 at 7:00 pm.

6 and Front Street. This time, the parties reached some 
resolution, with Troyer expressing confidence that his 
client would carry out improvements to the site. 

Those improvements include an additional 
seven parking spaces - which will not require additional 
area - and a paint job intended to alleviate confusion, 
particularly on the rumble strip near the ingress and 
egress point off of Front Street. Currently that strip, while 
drivable, is concrete-colored as opposed to pavement 
black, causing some drivers to avoid it. 

Planning Board members expressed a belief that 
this is restricting traffic flow and compounding delays 
at the location, which has received complaints about 
efficiency and safety, especially during peak hours. 

"People feel like they can't drive on it/' Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey agreed. "It's a psychological 
thing, because it's a different color. So, if they paint it 
black, blend it in, and make it so that people don't park 
there, it will be fine." 

The Planning Board voted unanimously to 
present Cumberland Farms with the requests and deemed 
them "insubstantial" changes on the advice of Town 
Counsel Jon Witten, who had said that other courses of 
action would trigger a major site plan review, which could 
complicate and delay the process. 

"It's commendable that you guys have been so 
cooperative," said Planning Board Chairperson Patricia 
McArdle. "I'm not ready to sing 'Kumbaya' just yet, but

Planning member Stephen Kokkins called the 
resolution a "cooperative step in the right direction/' but 
with the caveat that Marion expects Cumberland Farms to 
continue studying traffic, safety, and efficiency concerns. 

Troyer got the message. 

"I take it seriously, and my client takes it 
seriously," he said. "We're hoping that with the additional 
hire [of more store management], there will definitely be 
more training on site. We're doing our best to make this a 
better site." 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Planning Board just 
couldn't resist discussing the Solar Bylaw once more for 
old times' sake. The Solar Bylaw passed at the recent Fall 
Town Meeting, and Witten responded to some members' 
concerns about Moderator David Titus's refusal to hear 
their motion to scrap the solar farm provision from the 
language. 

Witten told the Planning Board that all case 
law he has come across supports the notion that Town 
Meeting Moderators, as elected officials, are the final 
word on the floor in the absence of any malice or bias. 

"The law is clear," Witten said. "That's how it 
works. That's the process. It's an imperfect system." 

Witten was also in attendance to advise the 
Planning Board on its eventual handling of medical 
marijuana zoning bylaws. While member Ted North

CPA in 2003 and has received over $600,000 in state funds; 
Mattapoisett adopted the CPA in 2010 and has already 
received over $230,000. 155 Massachusetts cities and 
towns benefit from these state funds while Rochester has 
missed out completely. 

We all know that there is no such thing as a free 
lunch. So what do towns do to get the state funds? The 
CPA allows towns to apply a surcharge on our real estate 
tax bills to create a special CPA fund. The cost to the 
average Rochester homeowner would be about $47 per 
year. The state match is based on real estate fees collected 
by the state. For 2013, the state match is expected to be 
over 27%. So if Rochester raised $200,000, we would get 
over $50,000!

Chairperson, Rochester Conservation Commission 

To the Editor: 

The Community Preservation Act is a state-run 
program in which the state gives money to towns that 
choose to set aside money to preserve their communities. 
The state CPA fund comes from real estate transactions. 
The town collects a surcharge on property taxes (the 
average home owner will pay less than $50 per year, 
and low income and the elderly can get a surcharge 
exemption), and each year receives a percentage of what 
it collects from the state fund. This year's percentage is 
projected to be 27%. I wish my savings were collecting 
27% interest. 

The "Vote No on CPA'' signs are starting to 
show up on Rochester lawns as the Fall Town Meeting 
approaches. The naysayers oppose new taxes, but this 
tax is unique in that town residents get to determine 
how the money is spent. A CPA committee, made up 
of town residents appointed by existing town boards, 
will present proposed projects to Town Meeting for our 
vote. Preservation projects may be historical, open space 
and recreation, or affordable housing. The CPA fund is 
allowed to accumulate until needed for approved projects 
and can never be taken over by the general fund. 

Much of the opposition comes from the bigger 
land owners who actually stand to benefit more from 
preserving the community we all love. While they stand

Dario Argento's Dracula. Starring Thomas Kretschmann 
and Rutger Hauer. Directed by Dario Argento. Running 
time: 110 minutes. Available on Amazon Instant Video, 
iTunes, and in limited theatrical release. 

Most of the people shaking their heads sadly over 
Dario Argento 's Dracula don't seem to know what he's up to. 
Anyone who's seen Euro-horror of the '60s and '70s, particular- 
ly by Jean Rollin or Jesus Franco, or Blood for Dracula or Flesh 
for Frankenstein or even some of the classic Hammer films, will 
go into this affectionate homage with a receptive state of mind. 
Argento 's Dracula does reflect some of the foibles of the above 
movies — it has its cheesy parts, its dull stretches, its incom- 
prehensible moments. But then that's Argento, too. The world- 
renowned maestro of such works as Suspiria and Profondo 
Rosso pretty much always left logic bleeding in the dust. He 
cares more about mood, music, the crescendo of violence, the 
rich sanguinary history of art. He's going to make Dracula and 
amuse himself doing it and he doesn't give a damn whether you 
think it's the 2013 definition of cool. 

Shot whenever possible in and around crumbling Ital- 
ian castles and villages, Dracula has a distinct European whiff 
that can't be faked or built, especially not on the $7 million 
budget Argento had. The relatively tiny piggy bank also shows 
in the never-convincing computer effects — Dracula (Thomas 
Kretschmann) turns into a wolf, an owl, a swarm of flies, and, in 
the movie's height of nuttiness, a man-sized praying mantis. But 
no gritty verisimilitude is established here in the first place — 
it's not as though any sane viewer is going to say "Man, I was 
totally convinced by this movie's stark realism until the praying 
mantis showed up" — and if sketchy special effects send you 
packing, you're going to miss out on half a thousand fun films 
from every era of horror cinema. The effects here (partially 
handled by longtime Argento collaborator Sergio Stivaletti, 
joining an old-school crew including cinematographer Luciano 
Tovoli and composer Claudio Simonetti) are pretty obviously 
consciously, winkingly artificial. 

Argento and his three co- screenwriters more or less 
glance at Bram Stoker's novel, toss it aside and make stuff up. 




Jonathan Harker (Unax Ugalde) is now a librarian, summoned 
to catalog the tomes lining the walls of Castle Dracula. Lucy 
Westenra is now Lucy Kisslinger (Asia Argento), the mayor's 
daughter and best friend of Harker 's beloved, Mina (Marta 
Gastini). There's also Tania (Miriam Giovanelli), a fair-haired 
local maiden who becomes a bride of Dracula and gets her kit 
off whenever feasible; Renfield (Giovanni Franzoni) is now 
in blood thrall to Tania. Since this Renfield is too weird to do 
Dracula 's bidding effectively, Dracula also has a bald, beefy 
bruiser named Zoran (Giuseppe Lo Console), who resembles 
Pawn Stars' Rick Harrison and goes around ax-murdering those 
who threaten to expose the Master. 

And then Dr. Van Helsing shows up; this character 
has traditionally been an occasion for juicy overacting from the 
likes of Laurence Olivier and Anthony Hopkins, so perverse Ar- 
gento has Rutger Hauer play Van Helsing as if awakened from a 
deep nap before each take. Hauer 's compelling anyway, though, 
making bullets out of garlic and silver, or dispatching an enemy 
with laughable abruptness (the victim's eye pops out in gnarly 
3D, for those lucky enough to see Dracula in the format). I 
can't really judge most of the acting, which has that charm- 
ing dubbed quality familiar from many afternoons wasted in 
front of tax- shelter horror. I can say that Thomas Kretschmann 
(currently playing Van Helsing, ironically, on NBC's Dracula) 
brings a certain old-world delicacy to his seduction scenes and a 
persuasive brutality to his violent scenes, and that Asia Argento 
seems finally fulfilled as a hissing vampire with her head on 
fire. 

I'd say you need to have seen enough clunky horror 
movies to enjoy Argento 's goofing around here. It's Dracula; 
he's going to take it deadly seriously? (That's the pitfall of the 
NBC series so far, methinks.) It's colorful and tacky and ec- 
centric, with elements smuggled in from Stoker's "Dracula's 
Guest." And there's the damn praying mantis, which I think is 
the firm dividing line here. If you can't cackle and appreciate 
that, this Dracula does not have you written all over it. I just sat 
back and said "Why the hell not." And that's not only a useful 
approach to Argento 's party, it's possibly also the film's artistic 
credo. A seemingly pointless shot of Dracula pacing around his 
castle and growling, looking like an outtake of the actor trying 
to get into character? Why the hell not. A long-distance shot of 
a tiny Dracula scaling the wall of his castle and hissing at the 
camera? Why the hell not. Argento hasn't been this playful in 
years, and neither has Dracula.
